T he reductiou in price since the city 
abandoned the m anufacture of gas is 
due to the p rivate enterprise of the 
coking plant w hich supplies gas as a 
byproduct to the c ity and w hich has 
spent

thousands o f dollars in 
exploiting the gas to increase its sales 
As a cas expert who has no interest in 
this com pany w rites 
"O f course tins is very fine for the 
< it i/.ens of lb ilutti, but it is not munici 
pal ow nership, as tlie city is freed from 
the tw o factors w hich ordinarily are 
the worst features i»f m unicipal plants 
to wit. lack of proper handling of the 
uuimif;u turing end of the business and 
lack of push in exploiting the eommei 
cial side
